DANGEROUS INTOXICANT. 

We live in an age of progress, 
and a great many new things are be- 
ing found out by scientists, statesmen, 
inventors and other investigators. 
Many old-time theories and precon- 
ceived notions have been upset dur- 
ing the century just closed, and still 
the work of iconoclasm goes on and on. 

The latest discovery that has been 
brought forward in the course of in- 
vestigation relates to kissing. That 
this is a more or less popular subject, 
“goes without saying;” hence, this 
new discovery is sure to possess & 
great deal of interest for the general 
public. It is also certain to provoke 
no end of discussion. 

The Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union of New York—that is to 
say, the “Demorest branch” of that 
highly-respected and respectable or- 
ganizati taken a firm stand 
against the practice of kissing. The 
ground for this uncompronmiising at- 
titude, so far as can be judged at this 
distance from the scene of disturb- 
ance, is the testimony of Dr. Anna’ 
Hatfield, who is presumably a member 
of the organization. At a meeting of 
the Demorest branch, held recently, 
a warm discussion of the saloon ques- 
tion developed. It had practically

Dr. Hatfield‘ declared, in fect, that 
kissing is far more intoxicating than 
the use of any alcoholic beverage; that, 
the kissing habit is more dangerous 
} than the drink habit, and that it ought 
to be suppressed. Among other things, | 
Dr. Auna Hatfield said: 


““{ think kissing is the worst thing 
the 


amount of hugging and kissing that 
some girle—of our best families, too— 
submit to is literally a menace to @ur 
morality. I know a young man well 
who Geciares that he rarely leaves a 
e without kissing her good night. 
says that they not only eagerly 
pen to his request, but that sev- 
. eral have insisted upon being kissed. 
“I have carefully inquired into the 
. matter, and I find many young wo- 
men imagine this ig. the way get 
These

daughters of rich parents. ‘he giris 
must be taught that it is wrong, not 
only to kiss a stranger, but to kiss the 
men they are engaged to. ‘Too great 
care cannot be taken.” 

This is, indeed, a very serious state 
of affairs, and it is evident that some- 
thing has got to be done to remedy 
it. What shall be done, is the prob- 
jem. It is doubtful if the gold-cure 
would be effective. It has been sue- 
gested that an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
might be submitted; but it is not at 
all probable that three-fourths of the 
State Legislatures would ratify it. 
There is ho denying that the kissing 
habit ‘has got a strong hold upon the 
public, in all parts of the country.

This is all well, so far as it goes, but 
there is another side to the question.

The curtain, 
which is supposed to rise at 8 o'clock, 
does not, sometimes, go,.up until 
within a few minutes of 9 o'clock, and 
it is frequently nearer midnight than 
11 o'clock when the show is over, to 
the great inconvenience of patrons 
who live in the suburbs, and of those 
who like to enjoy a full night's sleep. 
The tendency to offend in this way has 
become more and more pronounced of 
late years, perhaps in sympathy with 
the increasing lateness of the fash- 
jonable dinner hour. But-it is only a 
small proportion of theater-goers who. 
dine later than 6 or 6:30 o’clock, while 
a great majority of them have to be 
out of bed by 7 o’clock in the moruing.

of a shower.” “On thé other. hand, 
there are stretches of territory in the 
southern counties where citrus fruits 
and young trees are never injured: 
where the tomato vine becomes a 
perennial, and the most delicate semi- 
tropic foliage is never touched. It is 
also, we believe, correct to state that 
a full-grown orange tree has never 
been killed by frost in any part of 
Southern California. 

Such being the facts, we may safely 
lay claim to the true citrus belt of the 
United States, and bear with equanim- 
ity am occasional gentle reminder of 
climatic conditions which, in other 
less-favored sections, are the rule, aot 
the exception. A touch of frost like 
this is also useful in reminding us that 
the safe citrus-fruit region of South- 
ern California is quite limited in area, 
and in warning land boomers and their 
patrons from crossing the danger line. 
It also emphasizes the exceptional 
value of such land as possesses the 
right climatic conditions for citrus- 
fruit culture, in addition to an ample 
water supply. 

We, therefore, in adVance, warn 
our friends of the spurious or inferior 
belts that their sympathetic condol-~ 
ences are altogether superfluous and 
misplaced. Southern California will 
remain in the ring as the wearer of 
the only accredited citrus belt of com- 
mere? (patent applied for.)
